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Wilson: I’ll ride into the 
sunset after PCC ruling

CONTROVERSIAL property tycoon 
Fergus Wilson has lost his bid to 
stand for the role of Kent’s police 
and crime commissioner. 

He was barred from running for 
the £85,000-a-year position earlier 
this month when his nomination 
papers were rejected by the 
electoral returning officer Nadeem 
Aziz of Dover District Council for 
failing to having completed the 
necessary legal steps. 

The rules claim the poll card 
numbers and signatures of 100 
registered electors must be 
submitted by hand, which Mr 
Wilson failed to do in time. 

He then applied for a judicial 
review at the High Court on 
Thursday, but a ruling was made 
in favour of the council. 

As a result, Mr Wilson was 
ordered to pay £20,000 in costs, 
although the council was also 
required to find £6,000. 

“I’m going to ride off into the 
sunset,” Mr Wilson told KoS. “I 
would have liked the job but I’m 
nearly 68, so in four years I’ll be too 
old to run so it was my last chance. 


“What it has shown is that 
election law has a short timetable 
and how difficult it is for an 
independent to run, without that 
political machine behind you. 

“This has cost me money but 
also £6,000 for the taxpayer.” 

Mr Wilson insisted that he has 
still been receiving messages of 
support in recent weeks, with some 
threatening to stage a boycott of 
the May 5 election in protest at the 
decision. 


“I wish all the candidates all the 
luck in the world,” he said. 

“But it’s unfortunate that a 
number of people have indicated 
they intend to boycott the election. 

“They vote for the person not the 
politics, and people might wonder 
in the coming months ‘what would 
have happened if Fergus got in?”’ 

Mr Aziz said: “We can confirm 
that Mr Justice Cranston has 
refused permission for Mr Wilson 
to apply for judicial review in the 


High Court. 

“The election will now proceed 
with the six candidates validly 
nominated appearing on the ballot 
paper.” 

Mr Wilson and his wife Judith, 
who live in Maidstone, are in the 
process of selling their £250million 
property portfolio.

Police fined £80,000 for 
passing sensitive phone 
data to suspect officer 


KENT Police has been hit with an 
£80,000 fine after sensitive personal 
details of a woman who had accused 
her partner, a police officer, of domestic 
abuse were passed to the suspect. 

The Information Commissioner’s 
Office (ICO) said the force had failed 
to “take seriously” the need to keep 
personal details secure. 

The accused’s solicitor was handed 
the entire contents of the complain¬ 
ant’s mobile phone. An ICO investi¬ 
gation was subsequently launched 
and Kent Police found to have 
contravened the Data Protection Act 
and handed the fine. 

Stephen Eckersley, ICO head of 
enforcement, said: “Kent Police was 
investigating a serious matter yet the 
need to take proper care of the personal 
details they were entrusted with does 
not appear to have been taken seriously. 

“This fine should serve as a 
warning to other forces that it is vital 
they have robust measures in place 
to protect individuals’ personal data 
and guard against such inappropri¬ 


ate disclosures.” 

The complainant had given her 
phone to Kent Police because it 
contained a video recording she said 
supported her accusation against her 
partner, who was a police officer. 

Her phone also contained lots of 
other files, with sensitive personal 
data including text messages and 
family photographs. 

The officer was subject to a 
professional standards investigation 
by Kent Police into misconduct. 

The force sent the officer’s solicitor 
the data contained in the woman’s 
mobile phone by mistake in advance 
of the misconduct hearing. The 
solicitor then disclosed the informa¬ 
tion to his client. 

A spokesperson for Kent Police 
said: “When the data breach became 
apparent Kent Police referred itself to 
the Information Commissioner and 
fully cooperated with the investiga¬ 
tion. As soon as the breach was 
identified a new standard operating 
procedure was implemented.”

TWO women have been jailed after posing as charity 
workers to steal from the home of a 95-year-old. 

Kelly Jeffery 32, formerly of Duncan Road, Gilling¬ 
ham, and Rebecca Lee, 34, of no fixed address, tricked 
their way into the property in the Shakespeare Road 
area of Gillingham, before making off with £60 cash 
from their victim’s handbag.

Anger grows over police 
delay on gang sex attack 
revelations at Bluewater

POLICE investigating a gang sex at¬ 
tack in a car park at shopping centre 
Bluewater have looked to reassure 
the public after wild rumours start¬ 
ed to spreading across social media. 

It follows an incident, only re¬ 
vealed this week, where a woman in 
her 20s was attacked between 
6.30pm and 9pm on Sunday, March 
6 - Mother’s Day - at the hugely pop¬ 
ular complex. 

Police have defended the decision 
to wait so long to reveal the details 
claiming they had swiftly identified 
the suspects. 

Police said 11 people, aged be¬ 
tween 16 and 22, had been arrested 
and released on bail with conditions 
- one of which has since been re¬ 
leased without charge. 

But it stressed it was being treated as 
an isolated incident and no other inci¬ 
dents are being finked to the offence. 

In addition it confirmed all 11 ar¬ 
rested men are from Kent and none

are Muslim - as some reports have 
suggested. 

A spokesman said: “We appreciate 
the public concern in relation to this 
incident but would like to reassure 
members of the public that we have 


made arrests and at this stage we are 
not looking for anyone else in con¬ 
nection with the case. 

“A full investigation is under way 
and work to gather evidence contin¬ 
ues, but if anyone has any informa¬ 
tion that they have not brought to 
our attention we would encourage 
them to do so.” 

A spokesman for Bluewater, 
which is the fourth largest shopping 
centre in the UK, said: “Kent Police is 
investigating an incident that took 
place in a Bluewater car park. 

“From day one this has been a po¬ 
lice matter and therefore we can’t 
and don’t comment on an ongoing 
investigation. 

“The safety and well-being of our 
staff and guests is our highest priority. 
Bluewater’s security procedures are 
regularly reviewed and tested, and we 
have a 24-hour security team and 
dedicated on-site Kent Police officers. 

“As well as extensive CCTV across 
the whole of Bluewater, our car 
parks are patrolled and we have se¬ 
curity vehicles that provide a further 
visible presence.” 



Teacher guilty 
of relationship 
with pupil, 16 

A 27-year-old female teacher has 
pleaded guilty to a sexual relationship 
with a 16-year-old student she first met 
when he was just 13. 

Lauren Cox, of Hazelwood Heights, 
Oxted, appeared at Croydon Crown 
Court on Wednesday. 

She pleaded guilty to five counts of 
sexual activity with a child under 18 in a 
position of trust. He was a pupil at the 
Bromley secondary school she worked at. 

Cox first met the child in 2012 just 
weeks after starting a job at the school 
and the victim said they formed a close 
relationship. 

She began a sexual relationship with 
the teenager in January 2015, meeting 
after school and during school holidays 
- even sending him explicit photographs 
and videos of herself. 

But in August 2015 the student ended 
the relationship after his parents found 
out. When Cox continued to message 
the boy, his parents informed the 
headmaster of the school. 

She will return to court on May 19 for 
sentencing. 

PC Laura Davies said: “Cox groomed 
the boy which went on to sexual abuse. 
The abuse has had an extremely adverse 
effect on the boy. She displayed dismiss¬ 
ive arrogance to the seriousness of the 
allegations against her.”

Windsurfer saved in 
dramatic rescue bid 

LIFEBOAT crews had to save the life of a windsurfer 
after he got into trouble off the Thanet coast on 
Wednesday. 

Coastguards were alerted when people on shore 
became concerned about a windsurfer who 
appeared to be struggling in blustery weather 
conditions off Minnis Bay. 

Margate’s RNLI inshore lifeboat initially located a 
windsurfer with the same coloured sail, assumed to 
be the one concerned. 

However the public kept sight of the windsurfer in 
trouble and could spot him sitting on his board. 

Life crews found him almost a mile off shore. 

He had become exhausted and realising he was in 
difficulties was attempting to reach an offshore 
sandbank. 

Paul Hodson, Margate lifeboat operations manager, 
said: ‘ ‘This gentleman owes his life to those ashore 
who spotted his predicament and persevered in 
ensuring the lifeboat was able to locate him and 
ensure his safe return to shore.’ ’ 


Jail term after cops 
find cannabis factory 

A HUSBAND and wife who were involved in a 
cannabis factor at their home in Thanet have been 
sentenced. 

MarkHandford, 41, of the High Street, Manston, had 
pleaded guilty to the production of 150 cannabis 
plants and stealing electricity. 

Appearing at Canterbury Crown Court he was 
sentenced to a four-year jail term. 

His wife, Nichola Handford, 41, denied the charges 
but pleaded guilty to allowing the premises to be 
used for the production of cannabis, which the court 
accepted. She was given an eight-month sentence 
suspended for two years and ordered to carry out 
120 hours of unpaid work. 

Police discovered the drugs when they searched 
the property on December 1. 

PC Paul Marsh said: ‘ ‘The electricity meter in the 
house had been bypassed so the electrical equip¬ 
ment used to grow the cannabis could be used 
without being charged for. Electricity costing £662.18 
had been used.”

TRIBUTES have been paid to Keith Ferrin, a 
former deputy leader of Kent County Coun¬ 
cil, who has died at the age of 70. 

The long-serving Conservative was first 
elected as a councillor when he served on 
Gillingham Borough Council in 1975. 

He was elected to Kent County Council in 
1977 and was to become one of its longest 
serving members. 

He was deputy leader from 1997 to 2001 
and served as cabinet member for the envi¬ 
ronment, highways and waste during a ca¬ 
reer which stretched for 37 years. 

KCC leader Paul Carter said: “Keith made 
a massive contribution to the running of 
KCC over many years, being the architect 
and instigator of many significant beneficial 
changes, particularly after the 1997 election 
when the Conservatives regained control of 
the authority, being the deputy leader under 
Lord Sandy Bruce-Lockhart’s leadership. 

“Keith held many key cabinet posts and 
will be particularly remembered for his work 
in adult social care and the introduction of 
direct payments for clients.” 

Mr Ferrin was born and bred in Leicester¬ 
shire before attending Leeds University 
where he met his wife Lynn - a GP whose 


surgery is based in Rainham. 

He moved to Kent almost 40 years ago af¬ 
ter being transferred a week before he was 
married. They have two sons and four grand¬ 
children. 

His interest in politics began at university, 
where he first became a member of the Con¬ 
servative Party. Over the years he held many 
offices in the party, spending eight years as a 
constituency association chairman. 

He was the Kent and Medway Area chair¬ 
man from 2007 until October 2010 and in 


September 2010 he became a member of 
the Conservative Party’s south east region 
committee. 

Over the years he held positions of re¬ 
sponsibility in every area covered by KCC 
except planning. 

In 1988, he was awarded the MBE for po¬ 
litical and public service in the Queen’s 
Birthday Honours. 

A memorial service will take place at St 
Margaret’s Church in Rainham on May 9 
and 2pm.

“All monies raised will be 
shared between charities close 
to Christian’s heart, to enable 
Christian’s caring nature to live 
on through helping others,” his 
sister, Katie-Leigh Cottrell, 
confirmed.

Say ‘oui’ to Calais option, says 
first NHS patient who cut queue 

Tom Pyman speaks to Timothy Brierley, 54, who took advantage of a deal with French health chiefs 


T HE first British patient to 
be treated in Calais on the 
NHS under a pioneering 
deal between Kent and 
French health authorities 
says he would “thoroughly recom¬ 
mend” the experience to others. 

Timothy Brierley, a civil servant 
from Lyminge, near Folkestone, made 
history last weekend as he travelled 
across the Channel to undergo a stan¬ 
dard gall bladder removal procedure. 

The surgery was performed follow¬ 
ing the signing of a contract in Janu¬ 
ary between the modern new Centre 
Hospitalier de Calais and the South 
Kent Coast Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) after the hospital made 
a bid to provide services at the end of 
last year. 

The CCG is responsible for health 
care in the area. 

The hospital currently has spare 
capacity after being built with a view 
to Calais’ population increasing over 
the coming years. 

The decision, taken to help cut 
down waiting times for patients at 
the likes of the William Harvey in 
Ashford, Kent & Canterbury and 
QEQM in Margate - which currently 
stand at several months due to over¬ 
whelming demand - was slammed by 
the trade union, Unison, which de¬ 
scribed the move as “barking”. 

However, Mr Brierley, 54, said the 
experience was “completely stress- 
free” and encouraged others to follow 
suit. 

He told KoS: “I was in hospital at 
the William Harvey in September, 
and after six days I was discharged 


and told I’d need a minor procedure 
to have gall stones removed. 

“But there was an 18-week waiting 
list to have it done. 

“I heard nothing and chased the 
hospital who then told me there 
would be no prospect of having the 
surgery before July.” 

Mr Brierley’s French-speaking 
wife, Kelly, had heard about the deal 
with Calais and so the couple began 
to explore the possibility. 

His local GP had not heard of the 
scheme, but referred him to the CCG, 
who in turn gave him a date to go 
over to Calais and discuss options, 
which he did on March 17. 

“It was all set up nicely for me,” the 
father-of-three said as he arrived at 
the French hospital. 

“Someone met me in the reception 
straight away and took me up to see 
the surgeon, who told me there and 
then he could do any subsequent 
Monday or Friday. 

“I was on leave from work for two 
weeks so that was ideal, really. 

“It was probably no more than five 
weeks from when I was first referred 
to actually having the operation - 
and in France they say that’s a long 
time, so I anticipate it will actually 
get even quicker.” 

Under these plans, the NHS will 
pay for treatment but patients will 
pay for their own travel costs. 

After a 10 minute trip to the tun¬ 
nel, 35 minutes across the Channel 
and then another 10 minutes from 
arriving in France to the hospital, his 
journey from front doorstep to the re¬ 
ception barely lasted an hour. 


Mr Brierley admitted it most likely 
would have taken him longer to trav¬ 
el to London. 

When he went over for the day in 
March, a cheap return on P&O cost 
just £29, though when he travelled 
for surgery last week it cost closer to 
£ 100 . 

The process appears cheap and 
convenient, but Mr Brierley emphati¬ 
cally stated that it didn’t mean there 
was a compromise made on the qual¬ 
ity of care provided. 

“I’d say the facilities there were 
comparable to private treatment in 
the UK,” he said. “The place was spot¬ 
less and the staff were excellent. 

“I got my own room, complete with 
a fridge and a bathroom, as well as 
access to television and internet. 

“My wife was also able to stay for 
just€8 anight. 

“I’m lucky because both of us speak 
a bit of French but for others there 
wouldn’t be a language barrier at all. 

“I think all of the staff are well- 
trained in English too because they 
all seemed willing to make the effort. 

“The whole experience was com¬ 
pletely stress-free. 

“I was more than happy to be their 
guinea pig and I’d thoroughly recom¬ 
mend others do the same.” 

French businessman, Thaddee Se- 
gard, who lives in the port town, at¬ 
tended a CCG meeting in Dover with 
two Calais surgeons prior to Mr Brier- 
ley’s arrival, to iron out details for the 
developing trend of patients being 
treated in France. 

“The spirit is as high as ever and we 
are setting a pace for a cross border

relationship that will last not two 
months, not even for two years, but 
for 10 years on,” he said. 

“Everyone is in full agreement, this 
an extremely innovative and well 
thought programme which is meant 
to help the NHS to reduce their wait¬ 
ing time for the benefit of the patients. 

“We have all the good reasons to 
work together on that field, just like 
any other potential fields such as 
cross-border housing.” 

The relationship between Kent and 
France appears to be a booming one, 
with Medway CCG announcing last 
week that it was considering drafting 
in doctors and nurses from Calais to 
help ease crippling demand in the dis¬ 
trict and beyond. 

However, a spokesperson insisted 
discussions were at a preliminary 
stage, no decisions had been defini¬ 


tively made, and that the use of clini¬ 
cal staff from across the Channel was 
only one of a number of options cur¬ 
rently being discussed. 

Labour councillor Mike Eddy, who 
sits on Kent County Council’s health 
overview and scrutiny committee 
backed the move, insisting “getting 
doctors and nurses from anywhere is 
a good idea”, while Unison spokesper¬ 
son Simon Bolton again referred to 
the idea as “a gimmick”. 

The problems regarding demand in 
Medway will surely have only been 
exacerbated by the closure of the old¬ 
est hospital in England, St Bar¬ 
tholomew’s, which was announced 
earlier this year. 

The Rochester hospital, known to 
many as Barts, was founded in 1078 
for the care of the poor and lepers and 
survived as a charity until it was tak¬ 
en over with the founding of the NHS. 

But Medway CCG, which commis¬ 
sions services at the hospital, revealed 
in February that the building on New 
Road is no longer fit for purpose and 
that services are to be moved 
elsewhere. 

It did, however, alleviate fears that 
the closure will mean cuts and the 
movement of services outside of Med¬ 
way, and insisted “our intention is to 
improve the quality of service provid¬ 
ed and to ensure a better patient 
experience”.

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Jail awaits 
as gun gang 
found guilty 
at Old Bailey

A CRIME boss has been 
told he could be facing a 
life sentence for smug¬ 
gling more than 
£100,000 worth of East¬ 
ern European guns into the UK 
sourced from the same place as weap¬ 
ons used in the Charlie Hebdo terror 
attack. 

Harry Shilling bragged “we now of¬ 
ficially gangsters” after his stash of 
22 assault rifles and nine Skorpion 
sub-machine guns sailed up the River 
Medway from Boulogne in France. 

The 23-year-old, along with 
Michael Defraine, 30, was found 
guilty of gun smuggling and possess¬ 
ing firearms with intent to endanger 
life following a trial held at the Old 
Bailey amid almost unprecedented 
security. 

He will be sentenced along with the 
rest of the gang, skipper David Payne, 
43, Richard Rye, 24, and Christopher 
Owen, 30, who had already pleaded 
guilty. 

John Smale, 58, and Payne’s part¬ 
ner Jennifer Arthy, 42, were cleared 
of the charges they faced. 

Judge Michael Topolski OC said he 
will give “serious consideration” for a 
life sentence for Shilling. The gang 
will be sentenced at a later date. 

The National Crime Agency (NCA) 
hailed it as the biggest seizure of these 
deadly guns on British soil. 

Although the gang had no connec¬ 
tion with terrorism, the source and 
route of the weapons was the same as 
those used in the Charlie Hebdo 
atrocity in Paris just over six months 
before, the NCA said. 

The Albernina arrived with the 
“evil” cargo near Cuxton Marina, 
outside Rochester, on August 10 last 
year. 

But the NCA had the plotters under 
surveillance and swooped to seize the 
deadly cache before it could be buried 
and then passed into the wrong 
hands. 

Prosecutor Duncan Atkinson OC 
said Shilling masterminded the plan 
and paid for the guns, with help from 
his man on the continent, Defraine, 
and “loyal lieutenant” and “go-be¬ 
tween” Rye. 

Skipper Payne brought the guns 
into the country on board the Al¬ 
bernina. 

Shilling also exchanged messages 
with a mystery contact “B” to ar¬ 
range the onward supply of the guns. 

On August 11, Shilling, Defraine 
and Rye were arrested after visiting 
12 Week ending April 24,2016 


DIY store Homebase to buy bags and 
tools to bury the guns until they were 
needed. 

In his defence, Shilling said his 
long-time friend Rye was the real 
“puppet master” and he only worked 
for him collecting and dealing in 
cannabis. 

Shilling gave his occupation as a 
breeder of dogs and game birds. He 
also had an emu as a family pet - 
which had been “arrested” in the 
past. 

He denied that an encrypted Black- 
Berry phone with the incriminating 
messages on it was his. 

The prosecution suggested that be¬ 
cause Shilling was the boss, the name 
“Kaiser” on the mobile was a refer¬ 
ence to the film character Keyser Soze 
in The Usual Suspects. 

Like the film character, they said, 
Shilling acted the fool but was really 
the mastermind. 

But Shilling said Kaiser was in fact 
the name of Rye’s dog, backing up his 
claim that the phone was not his. 

He said he went to Romania to buy 
a Caucasian shepherd puppy called 
“Misty” and the trip had nothing to 
do with setting up a guns deal. 

In turn, Defraine, nicknamed 
Daffy, denied being Shilling’s man on 
the continent. 

He told jurors he worked for Rye 
buying and selling cars and had 
planned to set up a new motor dealer¬ 
ship in Belgium. 

Shilling, from Swanley; Defraine, 
from Bexleyheath; Smale, from Ro¬ 
chester; and Arthy, who lived with 
Payne on a houseboat in Cuxton, de¬ 
nied the charges. 

Rye, Payne and Owen had pleaded 
guilty to their part in the smuggling 
conspiracy. Payne and Rye, from 
Swanley, also admitted conspiracy to 
supply firearms that would be used by 
others to endanger life. 

Following the convictions, Rob 
Lewin, NCA head of specialist opera¬ 
tions, said: “This seizure of automatic 
weapons was the largest ever made 
by the NCA - and, we believe, the larg¬ 
est ever on the UK mainland. 

“These are hugely powerful fire¬ 
arms, and have, as the prosecution 
stated in court, a ‘truly devastating 
capability’. 

“We cannot say for certain what 
the organised crime group would 
have done with the weapons had they 
not been stopped. 

“But the evidence pointed to them 
not being afraid to use guns them¬ 
selves to expand their influence. They 
wanted to move up in the criminal 
world from regional to international 
gangsters.”

DID USUAL SUSPECTS MOVIE INFLUENCE CROOKS? 


THE Usual Suspects’ Keyser Soze 
wannabe spun a shaggy dog tale 
in the witness box in the form of a 
cute Caucasian shepherd puppy 
called Misty. 

Harry Shilling also tried to 
brazen out his involvement in 
Britain’s biggest gun-trafficking 
bust with an anecdote about his 
pet emu getting “arrested” for 
running amok. 

But, according to the prosecu¬ 
tion, like Kevin Spacey’s film 
character, Shilling only acted the 
fool while pulling the strings of his 
gangster crew behind the scenes. 

Shilling was at the heart of the 
all-too-serious gun smuggling 
trial, which called for the highest 
level of security at the Old Bailey. 

The jury was kept in the dark 
about special measures put in 
place to station armed officers 
inside and outside the historic 
building, with the courtroom on 
lockdown as each defendant gave 
evidence. 

In his defence, Shilling, 23, told 
jurors that he bred dogs and game 
birds, as well as working for his 
friend Richard Rye as a “dosser”, 
collecting and dealing cannabis 
for him. 

He said Rye, 24, had given him 
one of his “dirty” phones to use in 
the drugs business, but not the one 
which contained incriminating 
emails about the gun smuggling 
deal. 


The court heard that two 
encrypted BlackBerry phones had 
to be taken to Canada to be 
cracked by the Mounties, reveal¬ 
ing Shilling’s message to Michael 
Defraine saying: “We now 
officially gangsters.” 

But Shilling said he never used it 
and his DNA must have rubbed off 
when he put it back together for his 
friend after he dropped it. 

On his trip to Romania in June 
2015, two months before the guns 
arrived, Shilling said he went there 
to purchase a Caucasian shepherd 
puppy called Misty. 

The prosecution suggested that 
Shilling had “Kaiser” in his phone 
as he was like the character 
Keyser Soze in The Usual Sus¬ 
pects, pretending to be stupid 
when he was really the master¬ 
mind. 

But Shilling refuted this, saying 
Rye, who had pleaded guilty, was 
the real boss, and had a dog called 
Kaiser, so the phone must be his. 

Michael Defraine, aka Daffy, 30, 
was Shilling’s fixer on the Conti¬ 
nent, helping to set up the gun deal 
and transportation to Boulogne 
during nine trips in the two months 
before his arrest. 

He denied it, saying he only 
dealt in cars and was trying to set 
up a new motor business in 
Belgium at the time. 

One of the trips had included a 
family outing to see sand sculp¬ 


tures inspired by Disney film 
Frozen, but it rained and his 
children started to cry, so they 
headed home early, he said. 

He said Rye had paid him to 
pass on one of the BlackBerry 
phones to a blond man called 
Henry in Ostend - not unlike a man 
seen at Boulogne harbour. 

As skipper David Payne’s best 
friend, John Smale, 58, asked no 
questions when he did jobs for him 
on the Albernina cruiser. 

He was portrayed as a “simple 
man’ ’ who led a life of hard work, 
preferably with a can of Strongbow 
cider in hand. 

Payne’s girlfriend Jennifer Arthy, 
42, also said she did not pry into 
her partner’s business dealings, in 
a show of faith after he had an affair 
two years before. 

Despite three men admitting the 
sophisticated and well-planned 
gun-smuggling scheme, and 
cutting-edge techniques deployed 
by National Crime Agency 
investigators, they denied 
involvement. 

While Shilling and Defraine 
were found guilty, the jury 
accepted Arthy and Smale’s 
defence. 

Rob Lewin, NCA head of 
specialist operations, said: “I have 
no doubt that in bringing these 
criminals to justice, together we 
have protected the public and 
saved lives.”

Marathon day 
dawns as big 
race returns 


Charities look set to cash-in as runners take to 
the streets of London for the 26.2 mile course. 
Chris Britcher highlights some local athletes... 



F OR some it is the ultimate test of en¬ 
durance; others a platform to cata¬ 
pult themselves into the reckoning of 
Olympic teams ahead of this sum¬ 
mer’s Rio Games. 

But the one thing everyone can agree on is 
that today’s London Marathon is one of the 
most inspiring spectacles on the sporting 
calendar. 

Just under 40,000 people will pound the 
streets of the capital today - many hundred 
from Kent - with thousands cheering the run¬ 
ners on around the 26.2 mile course. 

Southeastern will be running extra services 
throughout Sunday morning to take Kent 
competitors and spectators up to the start line 
in Blackheath. 

It is expected that, in to¬ 
tal, some £25 million will 
be raised by runners 
competing for charity. 

For many charitable or¬ 
ganisations, it has be¬ 
come one of their most 
valuable days.

She will be

the Pickering Trust, which offers support for 
those suffering from cancer, and Pembury- 
based Hospice in the Weald which cared for 
her former coach, Dave Arnold, who died two 
years to the day after she won her 1,500m gold 
at Athens. 

She said: “For a long-time retired, middle 
distance runner, 26.2 miles is a very long way. 

“I have had to completely change my mind¬ 
set to train for such a long distance but it’s a 
challenge that I am now up for, especially as 
for me it will all be about raising lots of money 
for charity. It’s the most amazing event, the at¬ 
mosphere is incredible and now I can’t wait 
until race day.” 

She will be among many raising money 
from Kent in the gruelling race. 

Among them, Ian Arnell, 41, of Minster-on- 
Sea. He will be raising funds for Prostate Can¬ 
cer UK - part of a 200 strong Men United team 
to raise awareness of the illness and fund re¬ 
search into a cure and treatment. He was in¬ 
spired to raise money after his father was diag¬ 
nosed with terminal prostate cancer in 2006. 

He explains: “Ignoring prostate cancer 
won’t beat it, so I joined the fight by signing 
up to run the London Marathon. I de¬ 
cided to run for Prostate Cancer 
UK because I feel very pas¬ 
sionately about the cause, 
and I am also a volunteer 
for the charity.” 

Director of fundrais¬ 
ing James Beeby at the 
charity, said: “One man 
every hour dies from

MAY 5 will bring the curtain down on Ann 
Barnes’ tenure as Kent’s first police and 
crime commissioner, and see the polling 
stations open for us to choose her 
successor. 

But if there is ever an election which has 
failed to engage with the general public it 
is surely this. 

A blend of confusion as to what the role 
entails, mystery as to the candidates, and 
apathy as to the result makes the PCC poll 
one where simply getting people to 
engage with the process, let alone actually 
vote for you, is perhaps the biggest 
challenge. 

Yet the role being appointed is a signifi¬ 
cant one and if there is a low turn out again, 
the chances are your vote will carry even 
more clout than normal. 

There are local elections in both Maid¬ 
stone and Tunbridge Wells which will 
swell the size of those voting there - but 
elsewhere, those voting will be heading 


out specifically to put a cross on the PCC 
ballot paper. 

In a special section, over the coming few 
pages we hope to fill in the blanks for you 
over this upcoming election. 

We take a look at all the candidates 
standing to paint a picture of just what they 
represent and why they’re standing for the 
£85,000 a year position. 

In addition, we look at what the role 
involves and just who is most likely to be 
crowned the winner in 2016. 

Interestingly, the next election will be in 
2020 - with the polls for Kent’s next PCC 
being decided on the same day as the 
general election. And that is likely to mean 
a huge turnout and the chances of a far 
more politically motivated result. 

For now, though, if you’ve ever tutted or 
cheered Ann Barnes’ time in office, this is 
your chance to determine who replaces 
her.

Young Tory keeps it in the family 

Many will see latthew Scott as the man to beat in May’s election as the Conservative candidate in 
true blue Kent. But at 31 does he pack the experience necessary to convince the county’s electorate? 



O N PAPER, at least, you 
would assume that Mat¬ 
thew Scott is going to be 
our next police crime and 
commissioner. 

He is, after all, the Conservative 
candidate in a county painted with a 
broad blue brush. But if there is one 
thing we have learned over recent 
years, it is never to presume. 

Just ask Craig Mackinlay. As the 
Tory candidate in the original 2012 
election, he seemed the man to beat. 
But Ann Barnes swept to victory in 
every Kent constituency and claimed 
the crown on an independent ticket. 

This time around, though, things 
are different and with so little known 
about the candidates, the chances are 
those who turn out to vote will do so 
along party political grounds. 

And that means the county will 
most likely see a straight shoot-out 
between the Tories and Ukip; if the 
most recent spate of election results 
are anything to go by. While the role 
needs to not dance to a political par¬ 
ty’s tune, voters do so often like to 
make a point on national issues when 
we get the chance to go to the polls. 

Matthew Scott is an interesting 
proposition though. At just 31, his 
stumbling block - or big advantage - 
will no doubt be his age. But he has 
policing in his blood and is confident 
he has the skill set necessary to suc¬ 
ceed in the role. 

“I applied because I believe in the 
role,” he told KoS this week during 
another day of touring the county 
trying to whip up interest in the elec¬ 
tion and support behind his cam¬ 
paign. “I think it’s positive, despite all 
that has happened, I think it can de¬ 
liver a lot of good. Coming from a po¬ 
licing family I’m someone who has an 
understanding of the police and the 
challenges they face. 


“My father was a chief inspector in 
the Met Police and my brother is a 
serving sergeant. So it was a political 
ambition of mine to be involved.” 

After studying public policy at the 
University of Birmingham, he went on 
to work in the office of Bexleyheath 
and Crayford MP David Evennett. He 
moved up through the ranks and was 
his office manager - responsible for 
the smooth running of the team and 
ensuring the MP was fully briefed on 
all issues passing across his desk, as 
well as handling the budgets and HR 
issues. He left in March to concentrate 
fully on the upcoming election. 

Nor is he a stranger to the election 
trail - having stood for the Tories in 
the Leyton and Wanstead constitu¬ 
ency in last May’s general election. A 
safe Labour seat, his efforts were 
doomed to failure, holding the Tory 
vote reasonably steady and comfort¬ 
ably in second place. 

The big question, though, is how a 
31-year-old office manager for an MP 
will make the leap to becoming such 
an important vital public figure. 

“I wouldn’t have gone for it if I 
wasn’t up for the role,” he says. “I ap¬ 
preciate there is a substantial budget 
and there are real challenges here 
within policing. The important dis¬ 
tinction I would make and I think it’s 
incumbent on all candidates to make 
clear, is that yes, we set the budget, 
we set the council tax precept we de¬ 
cide priorities with the public, but op¬ 
erational policing remains entirely 
within the remit of the chief consta¬ 
ble. And I think 98 per cent of the 
budget is devolved to him. 

“We need to get away from this 
view the PCC runs the police - they 
don’t, they hold the police to account. 

“When you frame it that way, peo¬ 
ple who have experience of being a 
public advocate and experience of 


holding public figures to account, 
they do have the experience and 
training necessary. 

“I believe in the role and don’t think 


age should ever be a barrier to people 
stopping putting themselves forward. 

“I think I have as much, if not more, 
experience as the other candidates. 


“Outside and inside of my job, I’ve 
done a lot of case work for victims of 
crime, survivors of abuse, and also 
holding public officials to account. 

“I have packed a lot into my 31 
years. I have full respect for my family 
and what they have done. My father 
was responsible for police operations 
at a particular London football club 
that I won’t name, but you sometimes 
wondered if he was going to come 
home afterwards. 

“But I don’t think politics and being 
a police officer is really compatible 
which is why it wasn’t for me.” 

Nor is he too savage when it comes 
to Ann Barnes, who will be stepping 
to one side in May after a single term 
in office, and who his Tory colleagues 
elsewhere in the county have been re¬ 
lentless in attacking. 

“I don’t think there was any spite or 
malice in her mistakes,” he says of the 
infamous Channel 4 documentary or 
the youth commissioner experiment. 

“She was just trying to do different 
things and better promote the role. I 
probably wouldn’t have done things 
in the same way. I won’t be doing any 
documentaries for example. But I will 
be getting rid of Ann Force One - I 
certainly don’t need a minibus with 
my name splashed across it. There’s a 
saving right there. 

“But she is to be commended for 
trying to engage with younger peo¬ 
ple. I don’t think she quite got it right 
with the youth commissioner role, 
though. We have a youth council, 
youth parliament - a diverse set al¬ 
ready active and that’s what I’d do dif¬ 
ferent - to work with them, with ex¬ 
isting methods.” 

So does he believe this election is 
his for the taking? 

“I’m positive but not complacent.” 

Clearly working for a politician for 
all those years has rubbed off on him.

So what is a police and 
crime commissioner? 

Introduced by the Tories in 2012, the role has often been questioned, 
but it does play an essential role in holding our police force to account 



A NN Barnes may not 
have covered the 
role in glory, but 
perversely she may 
have single-handed¬ 
ly done more to raise the profile of 
the office of police and crime 
commissioner than anyone since 
its inception. 

Her PR gaffes may have cast a 
shadow over her term in office, 
but she did at least command the 
public profile which it was always 
hoped the office would deliver. 

And if you stripped those mis¬ 
judgements away, she actually 
did a very good job. She fought 
tooth and nail for more funding 
and publicly shamed Whitehall 
for backtracking on an apparent 
promise to help foot the police bill 
incurred by Operation Stack last 
summer. A cost which otherwise 
falls to us - the Kent taxpayer. 
But despite the fact we all know 


Ann Barnes today, ask many 
people what the PCC actually 
does and there are lots of quizzi¬ 
cal looks. 

Let us be clear, the PCC does 
not decide what police power is 
deployed where or when. The op¬ 


erational side of the force re¬ 
mains fully in the hands of the 
chief constable - the county’s 
most senior police officer. 

The PCC is there to hold the 
chief constable to account. To en¬ 
sure they are delivering the po¬ 


lice and crime plan and if not to 
demand why not. 

Ultimately, they can fire, and 
indeed hire, the chief constable. 

The PCC also handles the 
budget, can dictate the council 
tax precept (in other words, how 
much we pay on our annual bill 
for policing) and acts as the pub¬ 
lic-facing middle man between 
the public and the officers. 

The PCC is overseen by the 
Kent and Medway crime panel - a 
cross-party committee which 
holds the PCC themselves to ac¬ 
count. Those in office must also 
sign an oath vowing to work po¬ 
litically impartially. 

The role comes with an 
£85,000 salary and is elected 
every four years. The first elec¬ 
tions took place in November 
2012 with a poor 16 per cent 
turnout. Next month’s election is 
on May 5. 


...AND WHO WILL WIN? 


SO JUST who will win 
the election in May to 
be only our second 
police and crime 
commissioner? 

The one certainty 
is it won’t be Ann 
Barnes, who declared 
she will not challenge 
for a second term. 
And that leaves the 
field wide open. 

Because there was 
such a poor turnout 
last time around 
(Kent’s 16 per cent 
was actually better 
than the national 
average of 15 per 
cent) the winner will 
be the candidate who 
can actually get their 
supporters into the 
polling booths - thus 
meaning while a Tory 
or Ukip two-horse 
race is likely, the 
other candidates are 
all in with a shout; 
especially those such 
as independent 
candidate Gurvinder 
Sandher, who not 
only is riding an 
independent ticket 
(which will appeal to 


those disillusioned 
with Westminster 
politics) but also 
packs arguably the 
most compelling CV 
when it comes to 
hands-on experi¬ 
ence. His lack of 
profile, however, 
seems unlikely to 
sweep him to victory. 

With an apathetic 
electorate, an EU 
referendum debate 
splitting the Tories 
and Labour under a 
Marmite new leader, 
there are a whole host 
of ways this election 
could swing. 

But the smart money, 
based on the county’s 
recent voting patterns? 
It seems almost 
certain to be a Tory or 
Ukip winner. But one 
thing can change that, 
of course. You. Read 
these profiles, make a 
decision, and make 
sure you go out and 
vote on May 5. It is an 
increasingly important 
role and we should all 
have a say in who it 
will be.

Using international 
security on home soil 

Ukip’s Henry Bolton wants to bring his wealth of military 
experience across Europe to make us safer here in Kent 


W ITH a CV practical¬ 
ly bursting at the 
seams, Mr Bolton 
believes his wealth 
of experience in co¬ 
ordinating operations for the police 
and military makes him an ideal can¬ 
didate to hold Kent Police to account. 

Married with two children, and a 
third due in the summer, Ukip’s rep¬ 
resentative has worked across the 
northern hemisphere in a number of 
different roles. 

From working as the head of inter¬ 
national police in Croatia, to govern¬ 
ing the United Nations, to offering 
recommendations to the White 
House in dealing with weapons of 
mass destruction, Mr Bolton’s list of 
feats is certainly comprehensive. 

He also received an OBE in 2013 for 
services to international security. 

What may raise the eyebrows of 
some voters, however, is his apparent 
lack of Kentish roots. 

The 53-year-old has only lived in 


Folkestone since 2011 having grown 
up in Berkshire before travelling 
across Europe and beyond. 

From the age of four he used to en¬ 
joy visiting his great uncle in the har¬ 
bour town, but some may argue he 
does not have the same connection 
with the county that his opposite 
numbers may boast. 

However, he believes his diverse 
background and understanding of se¬ 
curity issues will give him the edge 
over his opponents. 

“Working in the military is orien¬ 
tated towards public and national se¬ 
curity in its entirety,” he told KoS. 

“I was looking at people smuggling 
in Macedonia and it’s the same routes 
being used to try and get into the UK 
through Kent. 

“We’re facing the same issues that 
I’ve tackled in Europe and so I want to 
use my skills and experience to pro¬ 
tect Kent in the same way. 

“I don’t think it’s about strengthen¬ 
ing the borders - I got my OBE by 


bringing groups and organisations 
together to work more efficiently and 
I want to replicate that in this role.” 

However, perhaps as the 2012 
turnout will testify, Mr Bolton admit¬ 
ted that he’s not sure if the public fully 
understand the intricacies and argu¬ 
able limitations of the £85,000-a- 
year position. 

Given relentless cuts to the police 
budget over recent years, the role of 
the commissioner is made that little 
bit harder, but Mr Bolton insists that 
it doesn’t put him off, but rather the 
complete opposite. 

“I don’t like to look at things like 
these as problems, I prefer to see them 
as challenges,” he said. 

“The cuts make providing public 
security all the more difficult but I’ve 
got ideas in my manifesto to help 
combat that.” 

One of Mr Bolton’s key policies to 
help maintain a physical police pres¬ 
ence is the introduction of what he 
calls parish constables. 



These will be part-time volunteer 
members of Kent’s Special Constabu¬ 
lary who give their time to support 
the communities from which they are 
recruited. 

As well as using police powers, 
they will communicate the concerns 
of the community to their chain of 
command, will be a local point of con¬ 
tact for the community, will record 


local crimes and make themselves 
available for parish and community 
meetings. 

“It’s all about confidence, and hav¬ 
ing these guys on the ground helps 
protect us from the fear of harm as 
well as harm itself. 

“The public fundamentally feel 
more safe when they see uniformed 
officers on the streets.”

Independent ‘critical 
friend 1 in tech push 


North Kent’s Gurvinder Sandher will be looking to follow in 
Ann Barnes’ footsteps by winning without political backing

will be hoping the public 
still believes party politics 
should be kept out of the 
police, as they did when Ann Barnes 
claimed victory on an independent 
ticket in 2012. 

Married father-of-two Gurvinder 
Sandher says it would be “a dream” 
to emulate the success of Mrs Barnes’ 
election campaign three-and-a-half 
years ago, but is well aware of the 
challenge that lies ahead. 

“It’s extremely difficult for an 
independent candidate to run in this 
election,” he told KoS. 

“I declared quite late in the day 
because it was a real struggle to get 
the £5,000 needed to stand together, 
which I had to raise all by myself. 

“I’m not independently wealthy 
and can’t really afford to lose that 
kind of money. 

“I’m not sure how many people 
truly understand the role, or if we’ll 


even get a stronger turnout than we 
did last time. 

“The whole system is stacked 
against me, I’m just trying to run a 
positive campaign and I just have to 
hope enough people come out in 
support because that’s where it will 
stand or fall.” 

Mr Sandher, 42, who was born in 
Gravesend and lives in Dartford, has 
worked in a number of community 
roles across the county - he says only 
ever leaving for three years to go to 
university in Coventry. 

As the current county chair of the 
Kent Police Independent Advisory 
Group and vice chair of the Kent 
Police and Crime Panel, he is in 
regular contact with the force, and 
believes it is that knowledge and 
experience that stands him in good 
stead when voters take to the polling 
stations on May 5. 

“I’m in and out of police headquar¬ 
ters two or three times a week, I’ve 
seen at close quarters the work that 


goes on, and I like to think of myself 
as a critical friend, and that’s what I 
can bring to this role. 

“As well as a good working 
relationship, I’m able to point out 
where we can make improvements. 

“I’m not just doing this on a whim, 
I’ve been working closely with them 
for a number of years and firmly 
believe it should be non-political, and 
serving the people of Kent, not those 
in Westminster.” 

A keen Everton fan, what Mr 
Sandher really hopes to bring to the 
role is an increase in the use of 
technology on the frontline. 

“I want to see things like body- 
worn cameras and tablets used more 
and more,” he said. 

“We need to use that in a smarter 
and more efficient way, so I’ll look at 
how our officers are being trained, 
because I don’t want them stuck in 
the office doing paperwork.” 

Mr Sandher also revealed he wants 
to introduce a wider volunteer police 



cadets scheme, to maintain that 
physical presence on the street that 
the public seem to hold so dear. 

“It’s about everyone working 
together to serve the different 
communities of Kent and ensuring 
they have the necessary support 
available from voluntary sector 
partners. 

“My passion is serving the 
community, that’s what I’ve done all 


my life, and I want to be their voice 
to make sure concerns are really 
listened to. 

“I would like to promote the role 
more so people have a real under¬ 
standing of it, but the priority is to 
represent these communities. 

“At the absolute heart of my 
campaign is a culture of getting 
things done and putting the needs of 
the residents first.”

Labour says diversity 
is still the spice of life 

Tristan Osborne has worked as a councillor and as a special 
constable and will make sure Kent is heard in Westminster 


A COUNCILLOR for the La¬ 
bour group on Medway 
Council since 2011, Mr 
Osborne hopes his blend 
of experience will cata¬ 
pult him into office. 

The second-youngest man running 
for the role at 33, he grew up in Roch¬ 
ester before working as a special con¬ 
stable for the Metropolitan Police. 

He then moved back to Rochester 
to move into politics, and he believes 
it is that combination of frontline po¬ 
lice and political experience that 
makes him ideal for the role. 

“I think it’s important that some¬ 
one has a background in both those 
areas,” he told KoS. 

“If you’ve been there and seen it 
first-hand, actually arrested people 
and taken away their liberty, you get 
a real feel for the work that the police 
do and know how operations work. 

“I wasn’t a sergeant or inspector 
but I’ve gained enough of an under¬ 
standing over the years as a special 


constable to fully appreciate it. 

“You can have all the passion you 
like, but I don’t think you can per¬ 
form this role effectively to good 
enough standard without that kind of 
experience.” 

Mr Osborne says representing a de¬ 
prived ward on the council which 
suffers a significant amount of anti¬ 
social behaviour only adds to that un¬ 
derstanding, as does his ability to 
scrutinise the work of police having 
worked on a number of local authori¬ 
ty committees. 

The election’s only openly gay can¬ 
didate, he said: “I’m a big believer in 
diversity - which I know some of the 
other candidates aren’t - and I will be 
really looking to promote that. 

“I’m pro-Europe and think voting 
to remain in makes us stronger and 
we’ve got a lot of crucial partnerships 
with other countries on the continent 
I want to continue working with.” 

One of his primary policies will be 
working on victim support - some¬ 


thing which the current incumbent, 
Ann Barnes, has been praised for, de¬ 
spite plenty of PR disasters during her 
three-and-a-half year tenure. 

“It’s about community engage¬ 
ment,” he said, “and I’m a big sup¬ 
porter of the work Mrs Barnes has 
done in that area, for sure. 

“I’m keen to work with as many 
groups of people as possible, includ¬ 
ing a number of charities, to make 
sure our victim services are the best 
they can be. 

“But we need less gimmicks and 
more operational decisions, more 
strategic partnerships, and making 
sure that communities are really 
listened to. 

“Mrs Barnes wasn’t really able to 
utilise a network across parliament 
and the House of Lords in the same 
way I intend to. 

“I want to be a voice speaking up 
for our area in Kent in Westminster 
and in the south east, so we can help 
make the county a more tolerant and 



safer place to live, work and play.” 

As well as recognising the fondness 
with which the public hold bobbies on 
the beat - and he wants to introduce 
more special constables to help with 
that - Mr Osborne also insists that 
greater emphasis on back office sup¬ 
port will be at the heart of his 
campaign. 

It comes after Ian Pointon, chair¬ 


man of Kent Police Federation, which 
represents rank and file officers, said 
he believed increased focus needed to 
be placed on tackling cyber crime. 

“A lot of cyber crime these days is 
cross-border with people trying to ac¬ 
cess information from abroad,” Mr 
Osborne said. 

“I’ll make sure we reinforce the 
protection of our data.”

Lib Dem councillor Dave Naghi is relying on five decades of 
Kentish knowledge to help launch him to unlikely victory 


HE oldest candidate in the 
running at 58 years old, 
Mr Naghi is also arguably 
the most eccentric. 

A divorced father-of- 
three, he claims to have a wealth of 
local knowledge and “life experi¬ 
ence” that he hopes will be the 
springboard to an unlikely challenge 
for the prestigious role. 

After moving to the county aged 
three, he has lived in mid-Kent ever 
since, working for himself as a build¬ 
er for some 37 years, before ventur¬ 
ing into politics, and becoming a Lib¬ 
eral Democrat representative on 
Maidstone council and standing as 
candidate in the Faversham and Mid 
Kent general election. 

As well as undertaking chairman 
and management roles for a number 
of charities, he is also part of the or¬ 
ganising group for the World Custard 
Pie-throwing Championships held 
every year in Maidstone. 

The range of work he has done in 
his councillor role, however, is what 
he believes makes him the right man 
for the job. 

“I have got a good, broad experi¬ 
ence of everything that the police 
have to deal with,” he told KoS. 

“I have not been in the army but 
the police is not a military-based role. 

“I have dealt with the police on all 
levels as a councillor and for people 
in my ward I often ring the police on 


their behalf. People know me and 
they know that I will do a good job - 
I’m not just here to tick boxes.” 

Fully aware of the limitations of 
the role, Mr Naghi embraces the op¬ 
portunity to represent his public 
rather than enforcing new laws 

“It’s the role of the commissioner to 
be the champion of the community 
and I certainly believe that’s what I 
am and what I’m good at. 

“It’s the chief constable’s job to be 
in charge of the law - I have always 
been independent of the police be¬ 
cause I have not worked with them or 
advised them. 

“What I bring to the table is my 
pure passion and knowledge of Kent 
communities, and that’s what I think 
really matters to people and, ulti¬ 
mately, that’s what the role is.” 

With the public clamouring for 
more bobbies on the beat in the face 
of growing police cuts, Mr Naghi says 
he wants to help solve the problem by 
giving Police Community Support 
Officers (PCSOs) more powers and 
responsibilities. 

“These guys are rapidly becoming 
the frontline and so I want to make 
sure they are given the necessary 
powers, including the ability to make 
an arrest, it’s as simple as that. 

“I think previously young people 
didn’t respect PCSOs and that has got 
to change because when an officer in 
uniform turns up, you need to listen 


and show them that respect. 

“If they don’t do that then there 
will be consequences. 

“It’s so important to have that 
presence on the street but it’s difficult 
because nobody wants to volunteer.” 

He also insisted he wanted officers 
to work in pairs, so that there was 
never a situation where one was left 
patrolling the streets alone. 

Mr Naghi was critical of Ann 
Barnes’ tenure, insisting that a poor 
grasp of public relations meant voters 
were largely left unaware of the work 
she had done for the county. 

“She never informed us,” he said. 

“She could have been the best com¬ 
missioner in the world but how do we 
know that if she won’t engage? I don’t 
think she had the right credentials 
for the job from the start.” 

He did, however, praise Mrs 
Barnes’ continued efforts to help sup- 
p o r t 

victims of crime, and insisted that 
picking up that particular mantle is 
something that is at the heart of his 
campaign to step into her shoes. 

“I want to make sure that victims 
are given the best possible support, 
and I know that Mrs Barnes did a lot 
of good work in providing that. 

“However, there are always ways 
you can improve and so I’ll look into 
the full ins and outs of what she’s 
done and see how we can make it 
even better.

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‘Armed officers required* 

Steve Uncles of the English Democrats wants to see borders strengthened 


A FTER being born in 
Blackheath and 
brought up in Bexley, 
Mr Uncles, 52, has 
lived in Dartford for 
some 26 years. 

Having worked in project man¬ 
agement for a number of govern¬ 
ment departments, including the 
Ministry of Justice, Ministry of De¬ 
fence and Department of Health, 
he then got involved in politics in 
2003. 

He represents the English Dem¬ 
ocrats which he says is the equiva¬ 
lent to the Scottish National Party 
north of the border. 

After standing in the 2012 elec¬ 
tions, gaining 10,000 votes, the 
married father-of-two says he 
started his campaign earlier this 
time around. 

He claims his connection with 
the police was best recognised in 
2014 when he was commended by 



both the commissioner of the Met¬ 
ropolitan Police, and the Associa¬ 
tion of Chief Police Officers for 
Bravery in tackling an armed rob¬ 
ber in July 2013 near London 
Bridge station. 


At the heart of his manifesto, he 
says, is strengthening Kent’s bor¬ 
ders, and ensuring people have 
someone in authority to represent 
their views. 

He told KoS: “Illegal immigrants 
have already committed a crime 
just by arriving, and if they are not 
willing to go through the asylum 
system they are not going to be 
very English because, of course, 
we like to queue. 

“Border control are only armed 
with a ten-inch torch. 

“If you know that, and there 
were no consequences to cutting 
through fences or running past 
people, you’ve got nothing to lose, 
and that’s why they are a joke. 

“But it’s no good just having the 
threat of armed force, you have to 
be prepared to use it. 

“It will only take one or two peo¬ 
ple to be shot for them to be put off 
and this will all disappear. 


“Police are given instructions 
on how they should treat situa¬ 
tions with muslims - but not for 
sikhs or hindus. 

“I want everyone treated the 
same way - one law for everyone.” 

Mr Uncles believes the PCC role 
is a powerful one, in that it claims 
responsibility for whether or not 
the chief constable has a job. 

“Obviously you can’t go around 
making laws but I wouldn’t say 
the role has limitations,” he added 

“It’s up to the commissioner to 
tell the police which ones to really 
focus on.” 

To increase police presence on 
the streets, Mr Uncles said he 
wanted to adopt the Port of Dover 
Police model, so that teams, ac¬ 
countable to Kent Police, will be 
present at high-density areas such 
as Bluewater shopping centre in 
Dartford, and university campus¬ 
es in Canterbury.

When a house cost 
£5,000 and fags 27p 

If you’re over 50 you’ve witnessed some remarkable changes 
in the world. We reflect on some of the most significant... 



T HE pace of change in to¬ 
day’s society is, at times, 
breathtaking. Little won¬ 
der for many of us that we 
can feel a little left behind. 
For our children or grandchildren, 
the world in which we grew up can 
seem a million miles away from that 
which they are familiar with now. 

But while we may not have had the 
incredible level of powerful technolo¬ 
gy that so many are exposed to today, 
we were there for some of the most 
amazing moments in popular culture 
and development; achievements 
which can still amaze, but which we 
take for granted. We even saw Eng¬ 
land winning the FIFA World Cup - 
beating the Germans! 

Certainly the quality of so many 
consumer items today are a mere 
shadow of the ‘built-to-last’ genera¬ 
tion of the 1950s and 60s, and it’s in¬ 
teresting to note that it’s the big 
names who rocked our musical world 


all those years ago which remain the 
biggest box office. 

Yet it is so often the simple things in 
life which have changed beyond rec¬ 
ognition, We take a look back at how 
things have changed over the dec¬ 
ades. 


COST OF LIVING 

IF you took yourself to the shops in 
1971, you could comfortably buy a 
loaf of bread, a pint of milk, a pint of 
beer and a box of 20 cigarettes, and 
still come home with change from the 
60p you left with. 

Such has been the change in the 
cost of items, in today’s money you’d 
need to be packing a £20 note to be 
sure of covering the items. 

But then back in the days when a 
pint of beer would set you back 15p 
(today it’s bearing down on £4), a loaf 
of bread for lOp (£1), milk for 6p (45p) 


and fags 27p (£9.60), the average 
property cost a little over £5,500. 

And parked outside it, you could 
have a brand new Mini for just over 
£600 or a Range Rover for around 
£ 2 , 000 . 

Compare that with today’s average 
house price of an eye-watering 
£307,000 and a new Mini today will 
set you back comfortably over 
£10,000 while a Range Rover will be 
nudging £60,000 and it’s fair to say 
things were cheaper back then. 

Not that around half the popula¬ 
tion actually owned a car. 

But while everything is relative, 
some things have comfortably out¬ 
stripped the average salary. 

Back in 1971, the average salary 
was a little over £2,000 - today that 
figure is just above £27,600. 

It’s worth noting that if the cost of 
property rose with inflation, an aver¬ 
age home should now cost around 
£70,000. 


TRAVEL 

WHILE it’s easy to focus on the explo¬ 
sion of technology, for many, the big¬ 
gest impact over the decades has been 
in the relentless rise of transport. 

From the number of cars on our 
roads, to access to the world by af¬ 
fordable air travel, the changes have 
been dramatic. 

Yet, bizarrely, in some respects 
progress today is not quite as ad¬ 
vanced as some would imagine. 

After all, it was in 1969 when man 
first walked on the Moon. Since then, 


space travel saw much of its budget 
consumed by a desire for ever more 
sophisticated weaponry. 

While the Apollo missions conclud¬ 
ed in 1972, the move to reach further 
into space with manned missions 
somewhat stalled. The Space Shuttle 
programme has been and gone with 
two notable disasters, while talk of 
putting a man on Mars remains 
something of a long-term ambition. 

Staying within our atmosphere, 
the boom in cheap flights has revolu¬ 
tionised the way we travel. Kent’s sea¬ 
side towns are often a stark reminder

that once upon a time a family holi¬ 
day was on our coast. Today, you can 
now jet somewhere exotic quickly 
and get guaranteed sun for a compa¬ 
rable price. 

At the start of the 1970s some 6.7 
million of us made trips abroad... to¬ 
day, that figure dwarves 45.5m. 

But then it was only in 1970 that 
the first Boeing 747 jumbo jet took to 
the skies and transformed flight. It 
was only beaten in size in 2006 with 
the introduction of the Airbus 380. 

And like the space programme, 
some things back in the 1960s 
seemed remarkably ahead of their 
time. Concorde launched in 1969, 
whizzing across the Atlantic at twice 
the sound of speed and with a price 
tag to make the eyes of most water. 
But by 2003 it bowed out and touched 
down for the very last time. 

Ferry firms enjoyed a boom period, 
before Eurotunnel slowed it right 
down, and we’ve seen the first Dart- 
ford tunnel bored in 1963 added to 
with another in 1980 and then a 
bridge in 1991. 

It is traffic on our roads, however, 
where the figures have rocketed. In 
1965 there were an estimated 14 mil¬ 
lion cars on our roads. Today that fig¬ 
ures exceeds 35m 


COMMUNICATIONS 

ONCE upon a time, if you wanted to 
get in touch with someone who lived 
too far away to visit, your choice of 
communication was simple. You 
wrote a letter or picked up the phone. 


If you were penning a note prior to 
1968 there was just one class of post, 
at which point the two-tier first and 
second was introduced. 

A first class stamp would almost 
certainly get to its destination the fol¬ 
lowing day. And for 3p, as was the 
price in 1974 for example, you 
couldn’t argue with the value. The 


post would be delivered in one of at 
least two daily deliveries to your 
home; one of which would be waiting 
for you when you first woke up. 

Today, the cost of a first class stamp 
is 64p - and while the aim is next-day 
delivery, bitter experience suggests it 
can be something of a lottery. 

The transformation, of course, 


comes through our use of electronic 
media. Long gone are the days when 
personal, handwritten, mail was the 
norm. 

Today the letters most of us get are 
pre-printed bills. Personal corre¬ 
spondence is now via email - a 
medium which allows for almost in¬ 
stant delivery and through any 


internet-enabled device. 

As for phone calls, it’s fair to say 
they have been on something of a 
rollercoaster too. 

In post-war Britain, phones were 
still something of a luxury in the 
1940s and 1950s - and those homes 
that did have them were provided 
with uniform, black, Bakelite models.

As the years progressed, the phones 
became more sophisticated and pub¬ 
lic phones boomed. If you were out 
and needed a lift home, a public phone 


box was always the way you contact¬ 
ed friends and family. 

By the time the 1980 and 90s ar¬

F THERE is one thing that has 
proved lucrative in recent 
years, it is the delights of 
nostalgia. 

And there is surely nothing 
which makes those of us who have a 
few miles on the clock relive our 
youth more than the power of music. 

So it will come as little surprise that 
a combination of the two generally 
sees tickets snapped up swiftly. 

Just take a quick peak at the suc¬ 
cess of the likes of the Rewind Festival 
- which serves up nothing but origi¬ 
nal artists from the 1980s - to see the 
appeal.

Explains a spokesman for the or¬ 
ganisers: “We know what is impor¬ 
tant, and we know what can ruin an 
otherwise good weekend. 

“People want to see and hear good 
bands of course, and feedback so far 
tells us there’s a lot of people out there 
who share our love for these classic 
bands. 

“During the event we will ensure 
there are no horrendous queues for 
toilets, the bars will be staffed by ex¬ 
perienced staff to eliminate infuriat¬ 
ing queues there also - and the price 
of a pint will be no more than £3.50.

There’s the Kent County Show be¬ 
tween July 8-10 - the annual celebra¬ 
tion of the county with more than a 
nod towards its agricultural roots. 


Thousands will head to the show- 
ground at Detling for the event where 
livestock and stalls selling the most 
varied selection of local products will 
be doing a roaring trade. 

Elsewhere, there’s the hugely popu¬ 
lar Whitstable Oyster Festival from 
July 21-31 which celebrates the 
town’s shellfish heritage with a com¬ 
bination of arts and crafts and eating 
and drinking.

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When Prince turned the county 
purple with festival headline slot 

As the music world faces up to the tragic loss of the legendary performer at just 57, we take a look back 
at a magical weekend five years ago when the Minneapolis legend took to the stage at the Hop Farm

FAN CHRIS BRITCHER REFLECTS ON THE PERSONAL LOSS OF THE MUSIC ICON 



O N May 16, 2011, a tweet 
from a reliable source in 
the world of Prince an¬ 
nounced the US star was 
going to play in Kent that 

July. 

Within a few hours, the tweet had 
been removed and a wall of silence 
erected. Organisers at the show 
promised nothing other than an an¬ 
nouncement a few days later. Fans 
held their breath. Could the diminu¬ 
tive musical genius really be heading 
to our county? 

And then, trumpeted around the 
world, came the confirmation. Prince 
was coming. 

The Hop Farm Festival, bankrolled 
by legendary music promoter Vince 
Power, had pulled off what many 
were beginning to feel was the impos¬ 
sible and got the Minneapolis maes¬ 
tro to headline a UK festival. Glaston¬ 
bury had tried, and failed, for years. 

It wouldn’t come cheap, mind. 
Prince knew his pulling power as a 
live performer. But for a cool $1 mil¬ 
lion (£700,000) Prince would step 
out onto the stage in Paddock Wood 
and set the place alight. 

Some 30,000 fans gathered for the 
show. It wasn’t, perhaps surprisingly, 
sold out - potentially in part to it 
forming a third additional day to 
what had originally been billed as a 
two-day event. But while the finan¬ 
cial return may not have been 
through ticket sales, the publicity it

ONCE in a while, the planets 
align and someone you have 
never met and whom you will 
never know personally, enters 
your life and stubbornly 
refuses to leave. 

I was just 11 when I fell 
under the spell of Prince in 
1984. A move away from my 
friends as my family shifted 
from Tunbridge Wells to 
Ashford, meant I took solace 
in the weird world of pop 
music. 

He was like nothing I had 
ever seen before; as if he 
were human mixed with something 
alien. 

I played the Purple Rain album 
until the grooves of the vinyl started 
turning grey. Let’s Go Crazy was - 
and remains - the only song I have 
never, ever tired of; capable of pick¬ 
ing me up when I am down and my 
all time favourite as a consequence. 
It wasn’t his best musical offering, 
but it exerted a power over me 
nothing else could. 

As I grew a little older, so his 
music became my guide into 
another world. And, should you 
have listened to some of his earlier 
material, it certainly left little to the 
imagination. He blurred lines and 
barriers, swore and spoke of acts I 
had to consult the dictionary to 
define. He was intoxicating. And he 
just kept getting better. 

When he released Sign O' The 


Times - surely his defining single 
piece of work -1 was 14 and 
needed more. An agonising few 
hours spent on the phone and I had 
tickets to a Wembley Stadium show 
in the summer of 1987.1 was 
ecstatic. Wear something peach or 
black, it said on the ticket. My 
mother obliged... the peach shirt 
was ready. I bored people at school 
to death about it. But just weeks 
before the show took place he 
cancelled. I was devastated. I must 
admit I blubbed like a spoilt child. 

I never cried again about Prince 
until this week. 

The following year, promoting his 
Lovesexy album (where he 
perched naked on the album 
sleeve), I finally went to see him live 
at Wembley Arena. It would be a 
defining moment. From 1988,1 
would attend at least one show on 


every subsequent UK 
tour. Watching him 
perform was like nothing 
else. He danced and 
sang, played the guitar, 
the piano, the drums and 
everything in between. 
He climbed on beds that 
would swing out above 
the crowd, drove around 
the stage in a full-size 
car, and then after all that 
head off to a small venue 
for another long show 
stretching into the small 
hours. He was relentless. 
And I loved every single minute. 

Granted, his musical output 
would start to decline in quality 
from the mid-1990s onwards, but 
there was always something about 
every subsequent release which 
made him worth it. 

He and I got older together. Him 
in the luxury I continued to keep 
him in. Me in the slightly less well 
off state had I not just splurged yet 
more money on his concert tickets. 
He was a constant. A physical link 
transporting me from that 11-year- 
old to the 40-something I am now. 

I stopped boring everyone about 
him long ago - there is surely 
nothing worse than a proper 
grown-up with an obsession about 
a pop star - but my devotion never 
died. He did things and said things 
which I didn’t agree with and I 
came to the conclusion that it was 


probably best to distance the man 
from the music. 

But he kept the real man so 
hidden beneath the carefully 
constructed public persona I was 
able to focus on that. I liked the fact 
he rarely gave interviews, liked the 
fact he always looked like the 
perfectly groomed superstar that 
he was. I could focus on that and the 
music even when he was doing daft 
things like threatening fans with 
legal action for having a photograph 
of him on their website. 

His music still had the power to 
move me and his live shows were, 
without exception, the most thrilling 
events I have ever had the pleasure 
of witnessing. 

While others played golf, or 
obsessed about films, or pottered 
around with cars, I had Prince. 

It’s a cliche to say when one of 
your heroes dies a little part of you 
goes with them. But with Prince 
goes a chunk of my life that I clung 
to like a rock. He became a hobby 
and a hero in one. No more will the 
panic button be hit when tickets for 
his shows are about to go on sale. 
No more will my cousin and I - my 
partner in crime when it came to 
our mutual devotion to Prince - have 
glorious, unforgettable, days out to 
see him. And that in itself is an 
agony. 

Prince is gone. But his place in 
my life will never be forgotten. As 
silly as I know that is.

generated was immense both in 
the coup of booking him and the criti¬ 
cal reception afterwards. 

By the time July 3 dawned, the fes¬ 
tival crowd was ready to be sent home 
on a high. 

The opening night had seen The 
Eagles perform, while the Saturday 
night was a sensational blend of Iggy 
Pop, Lou Reed and a sublime headline 
slot from Morrissey. 

It would take quite something to 
top that. 

The weather was glorious. The sun 
shone and the air was warm. It was 
exactly like a festival should be. 

Prince was playing no other UK 
show that year and, as a conse¬ 
quence, his hardcore fans were flock¬ 
ing from far and wide to watch him 
perform - many travelling from 
across Europe for the show. 

As the day-long musical line-up be¬ 
gan, many had already started to 
move into position at the centre of the 
stage. Prepared to stay there for hours 
just to ensure they were in pole 
position. 

As the day drew on, Larry Graham, 
bass player of the legendary Sly and 
the Family Stone took to the stage. He 
and Prince had grown close over the 
years. 

Not only were the band a heavy in¬ 
fluence on Prince, but Larry Graham 
is seen by many to be the man who 
introduced Prince to the Jehovah 
Witness faith in 2001. They per¬ 
formed frequently together. 

By the time Tinie Tempah, second 
on the bill, performed, the front of 
the stage had become a heaving mass 
of bodies. Young and old alike 
were desperate to witness a man 
whose reputation as a live 


performer was second to none. 

The anticipation was tangible as 
the crowd waited to see Prince arrive. 
Some still harboured deep fears he 
would pull out at the last minute. 

But then, there he was. Striding out 
to a raptuous reception. And Prince 
being Prince, he even managed to 
kick off the set with a song which 
doubled up as a soundcheck. 

Would he, though, play the hits 
or would he, as many fans pondered, 
instead perform a setlist of fan 
favourites but which disappoint 


the casual admirer? 

He did not let anyone down. Every 
one of his first nine songs were 
plucked straight from his greatest 
hits collection. Kicking off with the 
magnificent splendour of Let’s Go 
Crazy, mixed with a little Delirious, 
he then stormed through 1999, Noth¬ 
ing Compares 2 U (the song he 
penned originally for proteges The 
Family but which would deliver a glo¬ 
bal hit for Sinead O’Connor), Take Me 
With You, Raspberry Beret and 
Cream. 


By the time he’d thrown in a tribute 
to Michael Jackson - his old rival 
megastar from their 1980s hey-day - 
he rounded off with the likes of U Got 
the Look, Purple Rain, Kiss, Contro¬ 
versy, If I Was You Girlfriend and 
wrapped it up with Baby I’m a Star - 
plucked from his multi-million sell¬ 
ing Purple Rain album. 


He’d left the venue before the final 
notes of the final song had been 
played - as was his custom to avoid 
getting caught up in the crush. 

The headlines which came with the 
performance were universally 
positive. 

Prince for $lm? He was worth 
every penny.

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Cancer charity focuses on what 
young people are able to achieve 


Launched at the Turner Contemporary in Margate this week, YouCAN aims to help those aged 10 to 30 
by concentrating on what can be done during illness and as they try to get back to a ‘new’ normality...

A CANCER charity has 
been launched in Kent 
with an emphasis on 
helping young people 
recover from the pro¬ 
found impact the condition can have 
on their lives. 

As the name implies, YouCAN is fo¬ 
cused on what people with cancer are 
able to achieve - both during their ill¬ 
ness and afterwards, when they face 
the task of trying to get back to 
normality. 

More than 2,300 teenagers and 
young adults are diagnosed with can¬ 
cer every year - over six per day - 
with instances of the condition in the 
young increasing by 55 per cent since 
the late 1970s. 

Fortunately, 85 per cent survive - 
but they face an uphill struggle to 
overcome the personal and profes¬ 
sional setbacks they have 
experienced. 

The charity, which is part of the 
Children’s Development Trust (CDT), 
was officially launched at the Turner 
Contemporary in Margate on Thurs¬ 
day (April 21), setting out its vision to 
transform cancer care in the county. 

Colin Thacker, chairman of the 
CDT, told Kent on Sunday that You¬ 
CAN aims to address a gap in the pro¬ 
vision of support for those with can¬ 
cer between the ages of ten and 30. 

“There is support out there but in 
terms of young people, it is good for 
children but not for young people,” he 
said. 

“The ten to 30 period covers a tran¬ 
sitional stage in people’s lives, with 
GCSEs and A-levels and so on, and 
their employment position is altered 
by the diagnosis. But if people are 
nine or 32, we won’t turn them away. 

“We have agreed to buy one prop¬ 
erty in Thanet to provide a respite 
house in a confidential location. The 
idea is to give people short breaks, or 
weekend breaks to relieve the stress of 
trying to manage with their family. 

“If it is after treatment, there is an 
ongoing impact. If one of your par¬ 
ents has to give up work to look after 
you, there can be a big financial im¬ 
pact, so you might be unable to afford 
a break. 

“We also offer a variety of support 
services, such as counselling, mas¬ 
sage, yoga and reiki. 

“It is about bringing people togeth¬ 
er to share their experiences with 
someone their own age.” 

Mr Thacker himself had cancer 
and is now in remission, and he said 
he could not imagine having to deal 
with the illness as a teenager with 
hopes and aspirations for the future. 

Chief fundraiser Natalie Tegg ex¬ 
plained that much of the chairity’s 
backing comes from businesses, par¬ 
ticularly through engaging staff - vol- 
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POSITIVE: YouCAN’s founders 
are keen to help young people with 
cancer go on to lead fulfilling lives. 


months, you can be in isolation for six 
or eight weeks, and young people 


have enough issues to worry about as 
it is,” she explained. 

“And the physical effects it can 
have, such as on your appearance, 
can have a big impact on your 
confidence. 

“It is about building up confidence 
and self-esteem - about getting back 
to a ‘new normal’.” 

Twenty-four-year old Tom Jenkins, 
from Sittingbourne, was studying 
mechanical engineering at universi¬ 
ty when he was diagnosed with 
Hodgkins Lymphoma in 2014. 

He told KoS: “I was at uni at the 
time finishing my second year, and I 
had to take a year out - and it is a big 
change to come home. 

“I had to go out of my way to get 
people to come and see me at home. 

“I think it has set me back. I have 
gone back to uni, but the time out has 
affected me, and there is only so much 
the uni can do to help.” 

Mr Jenkins explained how he had 
benefited from support provided dur¬ 
ing his treatment - particularly from 
exercise. 

“It gives you something to look for¬ 
ward to during treatment and after¬ 
wards as well, because you can never 
really move on,” he said. 

“Before I was diagnosed I played 
American Football, but then I started 
to drop out of it. 

“It is difficult because you spend a 
lot of time through treatment being 
told not to do things, and there is not 
much of an emphasis on what you 
can do.

A N all-star group of 
stand-up comedians is 
coming to Margate 
next month - and they 
insist that live gigs are 
still the best way to experience 
comedy. 

Sean Hughes, Pete Firman, 
Jarred Christmas and Gary Delaney 
have contributed to some of the big¬ 
gest comedy shows on TV, includ¬ 
ing Mock the Week, 8 out of 10 cats 
and Never Mind the Buzzcocks. 

Their All-Star Stand-Up Tour 
reaches the Theatre Royal on May 
7, and they are keen to defend live 
comedy in an age when so much is 
available on TV and the internet. 

Mr Hughes said: “Anything can 
happen on the night, it’s unpredict¬ 
able, that’s what it’s all about. I can 
go out and do things I have no in¬ 
tention of doing - you just can’t do 
that on TV. You can really connect 


with the audience at a live show.” 

Mr Firman added: “Nothing 
beats being in the room while it’s 
happening. Atmosphere, immedia¬ 
cy. You don’t get that sitting at a 
computer by yourself. There is 
nothing else like a live comedy ex¬ 
perience.” 

The funnymen recounted some 
of the best and worst live experi¬ 
ences of their careers, many of 
which attest to the unpredictability 
of stand-up comedy. 

Mr Delaney said that one of his 
best experiences was during a gig 
for the National Association of Bik¬ 
ers with Disabilities. 

The audience started rolling 
around laughing, and he thought 
he was ‘killing it’ - but soon discov¬ 
ered the real cause of their mirth. 

“The bright sunlight was casting 
a clear silhouette of a weeing man 
right behind me on stage, and I was 


the only one who couldn’t see it. It 
looked like a shadow puppet of the 
Mannekin Piss in Brussels, but 20 
stone, in a leather jacket and with a 
can of lager in the other hand.” 

One of his worst moments came 
in front of an audience in Berlin, 
when he ended up ‘playing for sev¬ 
en minutes to a politely baffled 
silence’. 

‘“It’s lovely to be here in Berlin, 
I’ve never been here before but my 
granddad used to visit regularly.. . 
when he was in the RAF’. Opening 
lines are so important aren’t they?” 
Mr Delaney said. 

The comics also named some of 
their all-time favourite comedians. 
For Mr Hughes, it’s Richard Prior: 
“I saw him on TV when I was 14 
and that’s the reason I did comedy 
really. I was a kid in Ireland and 
there was this middle-aged Ameri¬ 
can crack addict saying things I 


could really understand.” 

Mr Delaney named American 
Emo Phillips: “My favourite joke of 
his is: ‘I got in trouble on a date 
once, I didn’t open the car door for 
her. Instead, I just swam to the sur¬ 
face’.” 

It’s a cliche that everyone thinks 
they have a sense of humour, and 
it’s certainly a common trait. But 
the comics insist that stand-up is a 
fine art. 

Mr Christmas said: “You can 
learn techniques and tricks but that 
will never beat being naturally fun¬ 
ny. But you need to work at it even if 
you are a natural. We all have 
mates who are funny, but not many 
who could make it as professional 
comedians.” 

The All-Star Stand-Up Tour 2016 
kicks off at 7.30pm on May 7 at the 
Theatre Royal, Margate.

I attended the Strasbourg session of the European 
the following: 

Sovereign State Democracy Threat from 
EU - 

The EU put forward a motion to impose 
sanctions on the newly elected government in 
Poland as they did not like their politics. This is 
a sovereign nation with a democratically 
elected government. No diktats from the EU 
should be telling the Polish people how to run 
their own internal affairs. This is symptomatic 
of the EU in its power grabs and determination 
to openly ignore democracy, put forward by 
the socialist group and supported by the 
British Labour Party. 

EU-Turkey Blackmail deal - 

I call it a blackmail deal because we get 
nothing in return: the EU has to be seen to be 
doing something. The UK’s contribution could 
have bought more Border Force staff and 
boats. Instead, we sent two of our border 
control boats, leaving us exposed with only 
three left in the UK. Between France, Italy and 
Greece there are 750 border force boats. 
Their combined coastal area is 30,000km, 
ours is 3,500km. If we had 10% of their border 
power, we would have a minimum of 75 boats, 
we do not. 

What we get in return is open VISA access to 
the UK for 75m Turks and a fast-tracking 
invitation for Turkey’s EU membership. I spoke 
in this debate and pointed out that whilst our 
newspapers showed 200 migrants flagged by 
200 Frontex guards dressed up like 
paramilitary forces, another 300 were entering 
Greece. I said the British people are not fooled 
by this false show of toughness. I suggested 
that instead of imposing migrant quotas on EU 
states, they should be urging Muslim states to 
take their fair share. So far Qatar, Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia have taken zero migrants. This is 
a world problem, not just an EU problem. 


Parliament this month and can report back on 

Migration Quotas and Integration- 

I also spoke in a separate EU migration 
debate highlighting that integration has not 
worked with people who arrived here over 40 
years ago. I quoted the recent most 
comprehensive survey of British Muslims ever 
conducted (and, I think, within the whole of the 
EU). I asked the EU what magic plans they 
had for integration, given their absolute 
commitment to multiculturalism. As usual there 
were no answers, other than ‘we will allocate 
quotas or sanctions will be imposed’. 

MEPs Gravy Train Trundles on and on ... - 

We had the chance to provide greater 
transparency; abandon the costly vanity 
project of the European House of History; to 
commit to no further EU Parlamentarium 
projects; abolition of MEP chauffeur service in 
certain areas; abolish business class travel 
and much more. It was all rejected by MEPs.

S OME of the biggest hits 
of the Motown era are 
being played at a 
musical tribute coming 
to Chatham at the end 

of April. 

Magic of Motown is celebrating 
its tenth birthday with a tour of 
the UK and Ireland, bringing the 
1960s back to life in style. 

The Reach Out tour 2016 will 
feature some of the era’s biggest 
hits, including Stop in the Name of 
Love, Dancing in the Street; My 
Guy, Ain’t No Mountain High 
Enough and I Heard it Through 
the Grapevine. 

UK-based producer Michael 
Taylor said: “Thirty-six classic 
songs are revived amid a flurry of 
glittering costume changes and 
starring all the dazzling dance 
moves and superb musicianship of 
the original artistes.” 

Magic of Motown has racked up 
more than 1,500 performances 
over ten years, including most of 
the UK’s biggest theatres and 
concert halls. 

Its popularity has also begun to 


spread to other countries, with 
tours of the Netherlands, Den¬ 
mark, the Czech Republic, France, 
Ireland and Algeria. 

For the 2016 tour, the performers 
are backed by the long-established 
Magic of Motown band who, the 
producer claims, are able to create 
the authentic Motown sound. 

Mr Taylor said: “In the capable 
hands of the cast and the musi¬ 
cians you can guarantee that the 
score will be - with a nod to the 
great Stevie Wonder - uptight...

Style was a vital part of 
Motown’s appeal, and the show’s 
designers have taken care to 
reproduce the original look of the 
stars on stage.

Nutritionist’s new book Ready, Steady, Glow shows how to make healthy fuss-free meals even on busy days 


N utritionist Madeleine 
Shaw is on a mission to 
improve our attitude to¬ 
wards food, especially in 
how we deal with so- 
called diet setbacks. 

“The worst thing you can do is be 
hard on yourself and negative,” says 
the 26-year-old, who counts Millie 
Mackintosh as a client. 

“It’s almost like that stress on your 
body counteracts any of the good 
stuff you’re doing. For me, it’s not just 
about the food you put on the plate, 
but the attitude you have to food and 
yourself. 

“I want to start a revolution of peo¬ 
ple being kinder to themselves.” 

And that means putting that extra- 
slice-of-triple-chocolate-cake-shaped 


blip into perspective. 

“You’ve got to tell yourself that this 
one meal isn’t really going to change 
things,” she explains. “One piece of 
cake doesn’t really put on loads of 
weight. Tell yourself that, and then 
get back to eating healthy with your 
next meal.” 

Being kind to yourself extends to 
expectations around cooking food 
from scratch, too. It’s a great thing to 
do in theory, Shaw agrees, but whip¬ 
ping out the pans for every meal isn’t 
always realistic. 

“It’s very difficult to make all your 
food,” says the foodie and yoga fan. 
“On a busy day like today, I’ll buy food 
out, but you can make good choices if 
you’re grabbing something for lunch; 
there’s always choice.”

She believes with a bit of planning, 
nutritious fuss-free meals can be 
achieved even during busy spells, and 
has devoted her new book, Ready 
Steady Glow, to just that. 

Divided into “fast weeks and slow 
weekends”, many of the meals take 
20 minutes or less to make, but there 
are more time-consuming recipes 
too, for those who want to “make that 
stew, do some baking...”, as well as a 
section detailing her basic yoga 
routine, and handy weekly meal 
plans. 

Being busy is something Shaw can 
wholeheartedly appreciate. A year on 
from releasing her debut healthy-eat¬ 
ing book, Get The Glow, life has 
moved up a notch. 

Up until her teens, she admits she 


ate a “typical magazine diet of Diet 
Coke and low-fat yoghurt” to stay 
slim, but found herself riddled with 
digestive problems and energy 
slumps. 

Things changed when she moved 
to Sydney aged 18 to study, and start¬ 
ed working at a healthy cafe. 

Shaw admits her changes didn’t 
happen overnight, but inspired, she 
trained as a nutritionist and returned 
to the UK with renewed zest, eager to 
share her knowledge via her food and 
lifestyle blog. 

She now has 217k followers on In- 
stagram and 39k on Twitter, and as 
well as writing, does talks and supper 
clubs, and has collaborated on a 
string of projects, including a special 
healthy menu for Brown’s Hotel.

eaane hiahliahts Renault restoration 


BRAND UPDATE: French marque was down in the dumps in 2012, but has 
reversed it fortunes and now outperforms the UK market... 


RENAULT REVIVERS: 

all-new Megane (main picture) 
plus the Captur (top left), Clio 
(top right) and Kadjar (below) 


L ATER this year, Renault welcomes its 
fourth generation Megane to contest 
the hard fought family hatchback 
sector. 

Using design language already seen 
in both the hugely successful Captur crossover 
and latest Clio supermini, it looks like another 
winner and should turbocharge UK sales growth 
for the French marque, currently more than 16 
per cent up on its 2015 volumes so far this year, 
in a market that is just five per cent up. 

It’s all a far cry from 2012, when Renault was 
losing market share and was forced to slash an 
unwieldy model line-up. 

The subsequent revival is all the more 
impressive when it may have cannibalised some 
of its own sales by launching Romanian budget 
brand Dacia in 2013. 

But then Renault’s mission is a move upmar¬ 
ket, highlighted by the style and quality of the 
Clio, Captur and, more recently, the latter’s big 
brother, the Kadjar. 

Part SUV, MPV/estate car and hatchback, the 
Kadjar offers two or four-wheel drive, C02 
emissions as low as 99g/km and 74.3mpg 
(official combined). 

Renault sales and image have also benefitted 
from the latest and funkiest Twingo city car, 
with its compact rear-wheel drive five-door 


format and tight turning circle. It is as dramatic 
looking as its predecessor was low-key. 

Renault has now cast itself as the champion 
of electric power too, with impressive contend¬ 
ers in both commercial and passenger car 
markets, in the form of the Kangoo ZE light van 
and Zoe city car. 


The five-door Zoe itself is welcome proof that 
electric cars don’t need to look like they’ve been 
styled by a thwack with a giant frying pan. 

But the special on the menu will be the next 
Megane, which looks like a return to the 
panache of the Mark II model - famous for its 
protruding ‘booty’ and cheeky TV ads.

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The Vauxhall Astra - Europe's star car 


Vauxhairs family hatchback was a deserving winner of Europe’s top car award 
this year and shows the brand’s upmarket ambition writes Steve Loader...

W E’VE seen some weird 
and wonderfuls win 
the coveted European 
Car of the Year award. 
An early ‘cham¬ 
pion’ was the hideous Austin 1800 
- a supersized and unwanted 
exponent of Sir Alec Issigonis’ 
otherwise brilliant front-wheel 
drive/tranverse engine layout from 
the original Mini. 

In 1982, the ugly Renault 9 saloon 
mounted a smash and grab when it 
should really have won Cruft’s. 

A more recent hiccup was 2011, 
when the Nissan Leaf won, confirm¬ 
ing my theory that manufacturers 
produce ugly electric cars in order to 
ensure we continue buying internal 
combustion models. 

But common sense prevailed this 
year: VauxhaH’s new Astra (from 
£15,295) won with 312 votes, 
beating off the formidable challenge 
from Volvo’s XC90(294). 

How could a humble five-door 
family hatchback beat such an 
upmarket technological tour de force? 
Because the Astra is just as clever. 

The key is the forensic way in 
which Vauxhall/Opel designers and 
engineers went about slashing 
weight, boosting handling, power 
and economy. 

Some 200 kilos were lifted from 


the old car’s kerb weight: more than 
the weight of two average UK male 
passengers, and bettering weight¬ 
saving boasts about cars far bigger 
than the Astra. 

The diet came from lighter yet 
stronger materials and sometimes 
tiny incremental savings from 
components like the exhaust system, 
brakes and wheels. 


It has also affected the car’s size: 
the previous five-door Astra was 
spacious inside, but had one of the 
biggest on-road footprints in its class. 

The new Astra’s cabin is slightly 
bigger, but the car is slightly smaller 
outside and supermini nimble, while 
as comfortable as an executive 
saloon, even when pushing an 
impressively flat and composed 




cornering stance to the limit. 

Vauxhall also tuned the British-built 
car’s chassis on our roads, a baptism 
guaranteeing it will perform on 
extreme surfaces elsewhere in Europe. 

And it is sleeker and more slippery, 
with a drag co-efficient of Cd 0.285 
versus the old model’s 0.325, and a 
black rear pillar panel suggesting a 
raked roof belying excellent rear

headroom and generous legroom. 

The dashboard is neat and 
well-organised with a user-friendly 
touchscreen. The ground-breaking, 
potentially lifesaving, OnStar system 
is also offered: a high-speed 4G 
mobile network, emergency response 
notification and stolen vehicle 
recovery alert - it works. 

Lightweight powertrains comple¬ 
ment the car too, especially the 
all-new 1.4-litre turbo petrol tested 
here, offering 0-60mph in 7.8 
seconds yet also putting a mid-40s 
average mpg within reach. 

What’s not to like? Vauxhall’s 
problem is its badge. The General 
Motors brand is in transition, aiming 
to move upmarket - highlighted by 
some of the best interiors in the 
business - and wants to shrug off its 
‘repmobile reputation’. All it can do is 
to keep plugging away and winning 
awards - on merit.

Scrapping of toss 
pleases Northeast

A CHANGE in the rules regarding 
who bowls first in county cricket has 
been hailed by Kent captain Sam 
Northeast ahead of this weekend’s 
trip to Leicestershire. 

The ECB announced this season 
that the visiting captain will be of¬ 
fered the opportunity of bowling 
first, rather than a mandatory coin 
toss. 

Northeast said last year at the 
same venue that abandoning the toss 
might help improve pitches and re¬ 
kindle parity, and it seems ten 
months on, he has got his way. 

“It’s a big step in the right direction 
as I see it,’’ he said. 

“That Leicester game was the last 
straw for me in terms of the type of 
pitches we were coming up against 
on the road in the first half of last 
season. 

“You don’t mind the odd sporting 
pitch here and there, but it was start¬ 
ing to become a general theme wher¬ 
ever we went, so I’m glad something 
has changed. 

“Better pitches will help batsmen 
in general and help spin bowlers 
across the country to get involved in 
four-day cricket again because we 
want to see the likes of James Tred- 
well, Adam Riley and Imran Qayy- 
um winning games for Kent and get¬ 
ting opportunities with England. 

“Division 2 wasn’t in a healthy 
place in my view and I believe the 
ECB’s changes will help, even if this 
isn’t the final solution.” 

Kent have yet to bowl a ball in this 
season’s County Championship after 


all four days were abandoned due to a 
saturated outfield at Worcester a 
fortnight ago. 

Joe Denly faces a fitness test on a 
side strain, but Northeast and his 
side will be boosted by the arrival of 
new signing Tom Latham on Mon¬
